FOR DISINFECTION OF BOOKS 


Apparatus Devised by a Frenchman 
Removes Danger of Contagion and 
Doesn’t Damage Paper. 


The danger from 
contagion 
from 
books that have been in the hands of 
persons suffering from various 
dis­ 
eases has led to the invention of va­ 
rious 
methods 
of 
disinfection, 
of 
which little appears to be more effec­ 
tive than an apparatus devised 
by 
Marsoulan of Paris. 
His process embraces 
two parts. 
In the first 
place, 
the 
books 
are 
placed in a “ beater” where a strong 
current of air opens every leaf and 
an aspirator sucks out the dust and 
deposits it in aseptic water; 
then 
they are suspended in a disinfector, 
the covers being bent back and held 
by clips so that tile leaves are widely 
opened and placed 
over 
a heater 
which for a time subjects them to a 
temperature of 167 
degrees 
Fahren­ 
heit. 
The paper is not damaged, and 
the efficiency of the process is said 
to have been 
demonstrated 
beyond i 
question.— Harper’s Weekly.
